SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Flying Sandwich is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording explicitly depicts sexual activity such as brachioproctic eroticism, 
penetration of the anus (with a telephone receiver, part of a foot, and a cucumber), 
genital tying, buttock slapping, fellatio and anilingus. Many of these depictions present 
as sexual conduct of a degrading nature, which also degrades and dehumanises the 
recipient of the anal penetration, to the extent that the degrading and dehumanising 
aspects of the recording create the dominant effect. The recipient of the anal 
penetration is degraded and dehumanised by the extent of the depictions of anal 
penetration and the number of close focus depictions of items being inserted. 

The video recording includes a trailer entitled Ketten-Reaktion which contains a 
depiction of the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. This conduct falls 
under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). 
Section 3(2) is a deeming provision that cannot be given a meaning that is consistent 
with the right to freedom of expression under the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
(NZBR Act). Therefore the video recording is deemed objectionable. Flowever, under 
s32 of the FVPC Act the Classification Office can consider the remainder of the video 
recording under ss3(3) and 3(4) to determine whether it would classify the recording 
differently if material that promotes and supports s3(2) criteria were excised, or if any 
other material is removed. 

Having considered the remainder of the recording under the relevant criteria the 
Classification Office is of the opinion that it is to be classified objectionable, due to the 
matters discussed above. Section 14 of the NZBR Act applies to the remainder of the 
recording. However, a classification of objectionable is necessary to remove the 
likelihood of injury to the public good from the availability of the video recording. This 
restriction is reasonable and justified, as outlined in s5 of the NZBR Act. 
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
